when the Senate, by 70 votes to 20, 
favoured returning the mensure to 
the Judiclary Committee with instruc- 
tions to prepare a new bill. . 

The vote in the Senate was preceded 
by a dramatic meeting of the 
Judiciary Committee, which Vice- 
President John Garner conceded that 
the Supreme Court Bill was “out of 
the window." 

It is stated that the Vice-President 
pleaded with the Committee with 
tears in his eyes for a settlement of 
the differences, whereafter the Com- 
mittee agreed to ask the Senate for 
instructlons: to draft 
mensure. 

It Is understood the new measure 
will deal only with the lower courts 
and will provide, among other things. 
for dircct appeal to the Supreme 
Court in constitutional cases and the 
noppointment of lower court judges on 
the basis of needs, not the age of 
existing judges. It is generally 
conceded that this new plan will 
prevall {n the Senate when it is 
presented by Senator Logan tater to-

It is understood that the 
British Government has devised 
an entirely new plan for proce- 
dure in discussing the non- 
intervention proposals. The new 
plan will not be communicated 
to any other Government be- 
fore the mecting of the chnir- 
man’s sub-committee, the date 
of which is not’ yet definitely 
set. 

As the next mecting of Lord 
Plymouth’s sub-committee will be 
occupled with discussion of the new 
British procedure plan, it Is expected 
that examination of the proposals 
themselves will aain be delayed, 
despite Lord Plymouth's appeal for 
speed in deciding the issue. 

Italian ‘circles in London declare 
that the Itallan Government has no 
intention of refusing to discuss the 
withdrawal of volunteers from Spain 
and it ls understood that Count Dino 
Grandi, the Itallan Ambassador, In- 
formed the British Foreign Secretary, 
Mr. Anthony Eden, yesterday, that 
his Government's attitude was not 
dictated by a desire to shelve the 
question, 

Itallan circles maintaining that the 
granting of belligerent rights Is a 
method which will strengthen the 
control system and ‘should therefore 
logically precede the withdrawal of 
volunteers as a subject of discussion,

_ JAMS - 
‘SOME INDIAN 
RECIPES 


F you are tired of the usual stoclc 
preserves, try these jams as we 
prepare them in India, No great 
fldll in ‘cookery is necded to prepare 
them, 


My native cool from Bombay pre- 
pares our cherry jam as follows:—He 
stones the cherries, then cracks the 
stones and extracts the kernels which 
he adds to the jam. This imparts o 
delightful flavour. 


In the actual making a group Is 
prepnred of sugar and water to a 
sweetness that is Hked, then the 
stoned fruit {2 added. The whole is 
then boiled for ten | minutes only, 
poured into a bowl and left’ for 
twenty-four hours. Next day the 
syrup is trained off and bolled up 
again, and the fruit added and bolled 
for n further ten minutes. Pot when 
cold. To each pound weight of 
stoned cherries allow half a pound 
of sugar and about one gill of water, 


In the Calcutta district banana and 
grapefruit jam ts popular almost the 
whole year round, Here is the way 
the native cooks prepare It;— 


To two good sized grapefruit allow 
six Cull sized bananas and two pounds 
of sugar. Cut each mrapefrult in 
half—~across the sections preferably. 
Now scoop’ out the pulp juice, and 
extract any pips. Put) this pulp, 
with a Httle of the rind and the sugar 
into a pan of water, and boil slowly 
for about thirty minutes, Allow two 
pints of water—soft, water if you can 
get it in a clean state, 


When boiling pour off a Jittle of 
the liquid into another pan, drop jn 
“the sliced bananas and boil for ten 
minutes. Now put the bananas und 
the grapefruit and all the juice Into 
one pan, and boil until the jam 
forms a Jelly on the spoon when - a 
Kittle is lifted out. 


By way of flavouring. add a pinch 
of ground ginger or nutmeg to the 
pulp during the last boiling. Cinna- 
mon may be used in plice of ginger 
or nutmos, if preferrcd. 


Date and Pineapple Jam

While In Madras I,tosted a delight 
ful preserve made from date and 
pineapple, It possessed a flavour all 
its own, so now my own cook makes 
it every year, for we entertain quite 
t lot, and the preserve seems to please 
everybody, 


The ingredients include 
pounds of dates, one pincapple—fresh 
or canned—and two pounds of loat 
sugar, Wash the dates well, .then 
stone them nnd cut lengthwise, then 
sHce the pineapple, Pour all, ins 
cluding the pineapple syrup, into a 
preserving pan, together with = the 
sugar and three cupfuls of cold 
water, Boil for thirty minutes, then 
allow to simmer till the pineapple ts 
thoroughly tender, but not mushy. 
Leave the preserve to cool before 
attempting.to, seal the jars, then it 
keeps good for a long time. vy

| angement; and To must say that 
lassistance for carrying it out) ts 
treadily given by the solicitors them- 
selves. 

“Further, oo situation has been 
created where this is regarded 4s a 
re form and no oct of adultery 
necessarily taken place. But tt 
Is necessary to represent to the 
court that It has taken place, On 
this false declaration a marriage Ss 
dissolved, 

“Gt Is to me astonishing, that men 
otherwise honourable have resort to 
such a device of constructlve per- 
jury—o flagrant contempt of the 
first principles of truth. 

“LAW IN CONTEMPT” 

“The low itself is brought Into 
contempt. I have reasan to believe 
—I hope I am not. making any 
brevch of confidence—that those 
who nro responsible for the admints- 
tratlon of the law regnrd the clause 
In this BIl"—ordering the: courts to 
inquire if they feel that there Is 
colluslon—"ns giving them all the 
powers which they need to prevent 
collusion.” ‘ : 

The Archbishop of Ciinterbury, 
hend of the Anglican’ community, 
admitted a dual personality. As a 
Churchinan = he “cannot. * support 
divorce.

SCHOOL 


EXAMS 


SYSTEM 


CRITICISED 


The present system of school 
certificate cxaminations is in 
many ways “an expensive make- 
believe,” in which the examining 
bodics are forced into the farce 
of passing a large number of 
candidates incompetent in par- 
ticular subjects so as to avoid 
the tragedy of ploughing them. 

So says Sir Philip Hartog in a 
publication — “Examination of 
Examinations.” 

It may be remembered that at 
the end of 1935 there was published 
"An Examination of Examinations,” 
which was the result of an exhaustive 
Inquiry by Sir Philip Hartog and Dr, 
Rhodes. That report shook the faith 
of many pcople in the examination 
system and gave rise to much con- 
troversy, The Investigators were told 
that they should have concealed their 
results so as not to alarm the public 
unduly. 

In reply, Sir Phillp now asks, 
“What would be the condition of 
public health if we tried to conceal 
the facts and statistics of discasc?” 

‘This new brochure is addressed to 
the National Union of Teachers, which 
has undertaken its publication. 

“What does passing an examination 
really mean?! asks: Sir Philip. 

He says that our modern:system of 
examinations Js the descendant of 
those tests of utilisable siill carricd 
out by trade and craft guilds. 

“A plece of work accomplished was 
definite evidence of utilisable skill.” 
To-day we have analogics, of - these 
tests, at the lower end of the scale, 
in shorihand and typewriting, and, at 
the, higher end of the scale, in 
examinations for such a profession as 
that of actuary. Here the examiners 
can give reliable testimony as to what 
the candidates can certainly do. 

A CONTRAST 

Now for the contrast. Sir ‘Philip 
once asked an experienced examiner 
what it would be safe to assert of the 
powers of a student who could just 
succeed in obtaining pass-marks ato 
University pass — examination — In 
several subjects. The reply was:—"I 
think you could say thut he could 
puss the examination at the time he 
passed it,” To the following question 
ns to whether it would be safe to 
say that he had any useful knowledge 
of the subjects or that he would be 
fit for any career the answer was, 
“No, you could say none of these 
things. -When you have said that 
he passed the examination you have 
said all that can be said.” 

It fg far easier, in the opinion of 
Sir Philip, to conduct 2 large generat 
examination designed to test a utitisa- 
ble skit! than one which is designed 
to test progress. When testing a 
utUisable skill there need be no worry 
ubout statistics... fee 

SUGGESTED REFORMS. 

Some notabie reforms In examino- 
tlon’ regulations are suggested. First, 
Sir Phillp would classify examination 
tests In different subjects in such a 
way as to show employers in what 
cases they: will be ablo'to rely on a 
School Certifidate “as showing 
possession of utilisable skill. Another 
reform he suggests Js that School 
Certificates should be supplemented 


by cumulative school records, 

To the question whether prepara- 
tion for an exnmination is an evil in 
all cases, Sir Phillp says:—"We must 
distinguish. It it an evil when It 
tends to sterilise interest in a- subject 
we wish to encourage. It oes 
nothing but good when it means the 
acquirement ‘of. a much needed 
utllisable sicill.” :

Sponsored by the Anti-Mul Tsal 
Society of Hongkong, a petition to 
the Secretary of State for the Colon- 
fea, asking for legistation to requirc 
notification by any person who has, 
In his house, « young female not his 
natural born daughter or grand- 
daughter, is being placed at varlous 
centres ‘In the Colony for the 
signatures of all supporting the 
suygestion.

The humble petition of the mem~ 
bers of the Anti-Mul Tsai Socicty 
and those in sympathy with the de- 
mand for compulsory notification of 
transferred children. Sheweth: 


1, That your petitioners humbly 
pray for legislation to require notl- 
fication, to a duly appointed Protec- 
tor of Young Women and Children, by 
any person who hos, {1 his house, a 
young female not his natural born 
daughter or grand-daughter. 


2, ‘That such — notification ‘need 
not be accompanied by a specifica- 
tion of the status of: the child In the 
transferred houschold, though = the 
Protector may ask the notifier ques- 
tlons regarding: the status or cond 
tion of such a child, ier 


3. Thot your petitioners have 
joined in the humble prayer contain- 
ed in paragraphs t and 2 hereof for 
the followlng reasons: 


“(n) By virtue of thelr close con 

tact with the homes and actual con 
ditions of the inhabitants of Hong- 
kong and/or thelr intimate Inow- 
ledge of the social life of the Colony, 
your petitioners are strongly of the 
opinion that the Mut Tsab system is 
but one of several forms of child 
exploftation. 


_ (by) Exploitation of transferred 
children ean be of so subtle and 
(outwardly) innocent a nature that, 
unless there exists a system of gene 
eral protection for them, many of 
the ald evils will reappear under 
different forms and names. 


{e) For example, uu poverty 
stricken mother may be forced by 
her poverty to give her child to a 
stranger or a friend. Such stranger 
or friend may not wish to adopt the 
child but may be prepared to glve 
her food and shelter in return for 
domestic service. Existing legisla- 
tion prohibits the giving of a monc- 
tury consideration to secure such 
domestic service, so the mother is, 
to that extent, poorer, while the 
stranger or friend Is to the same ex= 
tent, better off. Existing legislation, 
however, docs not prevent the stran- 
ger or friend from taking the child 
into the house who, in return, for 
food and shelter must do. menial 
service (possibly without payment). 


Negative Cruclty 


(d) Though the Jaw in Hongkong 
effectively prevents flagrant forms of 
cruelty to a transferred child, yet 
there ore many forms of ‘negative 
cruelty’ which are known to exist 
¢.g. neglect, malnutrition and under- 
feeding, and though the © proposed 
system of gencral protectlon would 
not and could not rule out such 
cruclty, still lt would give the trans- 
ferred child some protection since, 
then, the whole relationship of “notl- 
fier” and “transferred child’? would 
come under the oMcial cognizance of 
the Protector. , 


(ec) Further, girls transferred 
from parental custody may, under 
certain conditions, be induced either 
by threat or persuasion, to be pro- 
fessional beggars or prostitutes, and 
be brought up with that end In view, 
without cruclty being proved, Al- 
ternatively, these girls may be made 
to worl in factories or os waitresses 
In restaurants, and surrender their 
wages to the houschold to which they 
are transferred, 


(f) For the reasons stated, it is 
vitully necessary to follow these evils 
to their ultimate source, that is, to 
the system of child transference and 
the ‘nccompanying temptation or 
facilly to exploit transferred chil- 
ren. . 


4, That your petitioners humbly 
submit that the benefits to accruc 
from a system of compulsory noti- 
fleation of transferred children are: 


(a) It will furnish the Govern- 
ment with o comprehensive register 
of transferred children, which other- 
wise will be wanting.

China Not to Blame 


Prof. Gerrard said China was cer- 
tainly not to be blamed for its de- 
velopment. It was well known that 
opium) was tntroduced into China 
during the Sung Perlod (A.D. 960) 
from India and Persia, The trade 
wan first in the hands of Dutch ond 
Portuguese until 17833, when the 
East Indju Company took it over. 
From 1828 to 1035, 18,000 chests of 
oplum were Imported and this. figure 
wus Increased to 30,000 from 1835 
to 1039, 


“Campalans against oplum and 
heroin uddiction are by no means 
new, ond a sympathetic understand- 
ing of the subject Is very necessary,” 
sald Prof, Gerrard, “In other fields 
of medicine we nim not only In 
treating the sick and affiicted, but 
also In finding out . and destroying 
the cause of the sickness, The same 
appliics to opium and heroin, The 
addict must be treated us a sick 
person.

A Chinese official who had been in- 
timately connected with the export 
of oplum from Indla to China was 
so upset at the result of opium 
smoking that he resigned ‘and saved 
nbout £3,000 to start a refuge for 
addicts. In order that the campaign 
should be effective, addicts, who 
wanted to be cured, were required 
to deposit $3 and in many cascs the 
money wis never forfeited. The 
movement grodually spread - to 
Hongkong, Canton and other parts 
of China, but with little effect. 
Prof. Lamb ‘gave a vivid descrip- 
tion of the terrible conditions exist- 
ing in various parts of China and 
appealed to Chinese and forelgners 
to. do tholr part for the sake of 
humanity, in the anti-heroln move-~

arisen under the League Coven- 
ant. By Article VII of the

advances In decorative 
which are of particular interest with 
the approach of spring, the tradition- 
al time of the year to effect Improve- 


ments in one's house. 
Tubular Lamp. : 


The main achievement of modern 
lighting $s the architectural Jamp. 
This is the long, tubular lamp, necd- 
ing no shade, which can be seen In 
widespread use by shops and 
cinemas, restaurants and public 
buildings. It 1s rapidly gaining 2 
place in private houses. 

Tts virtue is that it can be had In 
almost any Iength, and in a numbcr 
of different colours, It can outline 
the lintel of a door, pick out the 
shape of a book case or light up a 
pleture, edae a window pelmet, or 
be farmed into a wall bracket or a 
pendant lamp. 

As it is a vacuum Inmp, with the 
filament running its. whole length, it 
can be used In any position, unlike 
the ordinary gasfilled lamp, which 
has its longest Ilfe when it hangs 
downwards. 

The architectural Jap is udmit- 
tedly more expensive to buy than an 
ordinary Jamp, but itz running costs 
are about the same, and the effect It 
gives [n a room is much more strik- 
ing.

AT CATHEDRALS

London, June 28. : 


AMERICAN travel agent Clara Elizabeth Laughlin 
would like to lecture cathedral vergers on the subject 


of visitors. 


So indignant is she that she left her breakfast at Grosvenor 


House yesterday to lecture me on the iniquitics of “vergers who}, 


think Americans are hardly civilised.” 
“The behaviour of the vergers at most of your English|the Bar of the House of Lords, 


cathedrals is extraordinary,” she said. 


“At Rochester I was 


really infuriated. Thero are twenty-five of us in my flock, all 
travelled American women, many of whom also have made a place 
for themselves in the world. Weare hero to atudy, not for 


rubber-necking. 

“Into the catlhedral we go and 
Just get-our noses round the door 
when an elderly mon ina black gown 
comes up and asks us; ‘Have you 
ever heard of Charles Dickens?’ We 
feel that was a deliberate Insult. 


“what does he expect we go to 
Nochester for? We love Dickens, we 
know the cathedral ts filled with the 
spirit of Dickens and it docsn't necd 
any one -to tell us that ‘Dickens was 
u novelist, who dicd in 1870.’ 


“Among? Americans, Canterbury 
Cathedral has the reputation of be- 
Ing England’s most. unfriendly 
enthedral. They scem = to resent 
visitors there. This year is the first 
time I’ve vislled Canterbury with- 
out belng turned away. I've been 
turned away from that cathedral 
more often than any other church in 
the world. 

“gyen when there has been no 
service on, I've been told ‘You have 
no right here, you can't walls about 
here.’ 

“Now Winchester [s- different . 
That's n friendly cathedral for you, 
everybody Is nice to us, helpful and 
kind. Salisbury Is snooty, a bit re- 
sentful, but will open up gingerly if 
you've time to stay long enough. 
We usually haven't. 

“The atmosphere ut Gloucester 
struck us as hostile. Strangers in 
that place do not feel that they are 
welcomed.

On the. whole Mr, Herbert had ‘cause 
to be pleased. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury agreed ‘that there were 
many “meritorious qlauses" in the 
Bill, the Bishop of Durham “heartily 
commended” the measure, and 
only the Blshop of St. Albans was 
frankly against. it. o 


-Among the laymen the sole whole- 
hearted opponent was Viscount 
FitzAlan, who is a Roman Catholic. 


The ‘Archbishop of Canterbury, 
after Lord Eltisicy had moved the 
second reading, was very cautlous: 
“This BIN proposes timely’ and 
valuable, remedies against abuses," 


‘he stated, “and for that reason I can« 


not honestly vote against the second 
reading.” : 


On the other hand—and here he 
tapped the Despatch Box solemnly— 
in his Judgment divorce, and certainly 
remarringe after divorce, were in- 
consistent with the principles lald 
down by Christ and accepted in Its 
own laws and formularies by the 
Church, 


“In’view, therefore, of the position 
I hold in the Church I cannot take 
the responsibility of seeming to 
promote Iegislation which !n some of 
its principal proposals Is inconsistent 
with those principles and- with that 
standard which: the Church lays 
down," he sald.

Christian charity.” The things which 
had made.this country great were the 
keeping of one’s word and seeing a 
hard case through without complaint, 
It was noticeable that his speech 
agalnst the Bill was received with 
little applause. 


Among other supporters of Mr. 
Herbert's measure were Lord Roche 
and the Bishop of Durham,

SOME INDIAN 
‘RECIPES 


iw you are tlred of ‘the usunl stock

prepare them In India, No grent 
akill in cookery 1s needed to prepare 


them. F 


My native cook from Bombay pre-]' 


pares our cherry Jam as follows:--He 
stones the cherries, then cracies the 
stones and extracts the kernels which 
he adds to the jam. This Imparts a 
‘delightful flavour. 


In the actual making 8 group is 
prepared of sugar and water to a 
sweetness that Is liked, then the 
stoned frult {s ndded. The whole |s 
then boiled for ten minutes only, 
poured Into a bowl nnd left for 
twenty-four hours. Next day the 
syrup is trained off and boiled up 
ngain, and the frult added and boiled 
for a further ten minutes. Pot when 
cold, To. each pound weight of 
stoned cherrics allow half a pound 
of sugar and about onc gill of water. 
_In the Calcutta district banana ahd 
grapefruit jam is popular almost the 
whole year round. Here is the way 
the native cooks prepare iti 

To two good sized grapefruit allow 
six full sized bananas and two pounds 


of sugar, Cut each grapefruit in]. 


half—across the sections preferably. 
Now scoop out the pulp julce, and 
extract any pips. Put this pulp, 
with a little of the rind and the sugar 
Into a pan of water, and boil slowly 
for about thirty minutes. Allow two 
pints of water—soft water if you can 
get it In a clean state. 


When boiling, pour off a little of 


the liquid into another pan, drop in} 


the sliced bananas and boll fpr ten 
minutes, Now put the bananas and 
the grapefruit and all the juice into 
one pan, and boll until the jam 
forms a jelly on the spoon when a 
Aittle is lifted out. 


By way of flavouring, add a pinch 
of ground ginger or nutmeg to the 
pulp during the Just boiling. Cinna- 
mon may be used in place of ginger 
or nutmeg. If preferred. 


‘Date and Pineapple Jam 


While in Madras I tasted o delight- 
ful preserve made from date “and 
pinenpple: It possessed a flavour all 
ts own, so now my own cook. makes 
It every year, for we entertain quite 
a lot, and the preserve scems to please 
everybody. 


The ingredients include — three 
pounds of dates, onc pincapple—fresh 
or canned—and two pounds of loal 
sugar, Wash the dates well, then 
stone them and cut lengthwise, then 
slice the pineapple. Pour all, in- 
cluding the pineapple syrup, into a 
preserving pan, together with the 
sugar and three cupfuls of cold 

er. Boil for. thirty minutes, then 
allow to simmer Ull the pineapple Js 
thoroughly tender, but not mushy. 
Leave the preserve to cool before 
attempting, to seal the jars, then it 
keeps good for a long, time.

and 10 am. Avoid the period be- 
tween 11 a.m. and 3 p.m. which is 
usunjly the hottest part of the day. 


Sun, bathing must be begun very 
slowly and gradually. The first day 
baby's fect only moy bo exposed for 
three to five minutes, . Next day ex- 
pose the Iegs, then in the days follow- 
ing, the hands ond arms also.

What a wide net membership 
of the House can spread on big 
occasions.

The Archbishop of Canterbury

“In this perverse world, where 
evil comes out of good just as 
good comes out of evil, the.de- 
cision fo make the ground for 
divorce equal as between women 
and men has led to endless 
abuses of the law by collusion. 

“Now the proof of a single act 
of adultery by man or woman 18 
sufficient ground for divorce. 
As n result, three things have 
been exposed to contempt—the 
reality and gravity of the sin of 
adultery; the cause of truth; 


and-the law -itself..- .----.----: 
““Adultery is being treated with 
levity. It reaches its extreme in 
what are called ‘hotel bill cascs.’ 
Parties no longer wishing to Ilve 
together make on arrangement by 
which a single act of adultery ts 
cbmmitted. A woman asks her 
husband to give her what fs called 
‘her = Ilberty,’ and = sometimes 


appeals to a sort of perverted sense 

of chivalry on his part. 

‘This grave sin, not here the 
result of passion, Ss regarded as a 
miserable ecplsode in a mutual 
arrangement; and I must say that 
assistance for carrying Jt out Is 
readily given by the sqlicitors them- 
selves, 

“Further, a situation has been 
created where this is regarded as a 
mere form and no act of adultery 
has necessarily taken place. But it 
Is necessary to represent to the 
court that it has taken place. On 
this false declaration u marriage Is 
dissolved. - 

“It is to me astonishing that men 
otherwise honourable have resort to 
such a device of constructive per- 
jury—a flagrant contempt of the 
first principles of truth. 

“LAW IN CONTEMPT” 

“The law Itself is brought into 
contempt. I have reason to bellove 
—I hope I am ‘not making any 
breach of confldence—that those 
who are responsible for the adminis~ 
tratlon of the law regard the clause 
in this BIll"—ordering the courts to 
inquire [f they fecl that. there {s 
collusion—“nas giving them all the 
powers which; they :necd: to prevent 
collusion,” .

CRITICISED 


The present system of school 
certificate examinations is in 
many ways “on expensive make- 
believe,” in which the examining 
bodies are forced into the farce 
of passing a large number of 
candidates incompetent in par- 
ticular subjects so as to avoid 
the tragedy of ploughing them. 

So says Sir Philip Hartog in a 
publication —~—“Examination of 
Examinations,” ; 

It may be remembered that at 
the end of 1935 there was published 
“An Examination of Examinations," 
which was the ‘result of an exhaustive 
inquiry by Sir Phjlip Hartog and Dr. 
Rhodes. That report shook the falth 
of many people In the examination 
system and gave rise to much con- 
troversy, The investigators were told 
that they should have concealed their 
results so ns not to alarm the public 
unduly. - 

In -reply, Sir Phillp now asics, 
“What would be the condition of 
public health if we tried to conceal 
the facts and statistics of discase?” 

This new brochure is addressed to 
the Natlonal Union of Teachers, which 
has undertaken {ts ‘publication, 

“What does passing an examination 
really mean?” asks Sir Phillp. 

He says that our modern system of 
examinations js the descendant of 
those tests of utilisnbie skill carried 
out by trade and cratt ‘guilds, 

“A piece of. work accomplished was 
definite evidence of utlllsable skill.” 
To-day we have analogies of these 
tests, at the lower end of the scale, 
in_ shorthand and typewriting, and, at 
tht higher end of the scale, !n 
examinations for such a profession as 
that of actuary, Here the examiners 
can give reliable testimony as to what 
the candidates can certuinly do, 

A_ CONTRAST 

Now for the contrast. Sir Phillp 
once asked an experienced. examiner 
what !t would be safe to assert of the 
Powcrs of a student who could just 
succeed jn obtaining pass-marks at a 
University pass examination in 
several subjects. The reply was:—"I 
think you could say that he could 
pass the examination at the thme he 
Passed it.” To the followlng question 
as to whether it would be safe to 
say that he had any useful knowledge 
of the subjects or that he would be 


(ft for any career the answer was, 


“No, you could. say none of these 
things. When you have sald that 
he passed the examination you have 
sald all that can be sald.” ea 
It_is far, casier, in the opinion of 
Sir Phillp, to conduct a large general 


examination designed to test a utllisa-*

: SUGGESTED REFORMS 

Some notable ‘reforms jn‘examina- 
tlon regulations are suggested. First, 
Sir Phitfp would classify examinatlon 
tests im different subjects in such a 
way as‘to show employers In. what 
cases they willbe able‘to rely on a 
School “Certificate: as ‘showing the 
Possession of utillsable skill. Another 
reform he suggests is that School 
Certificates should be supplemented

It fs authoritatively learned that, 
although the situation is still prejt- 
nant with grave possibliitics, major 
hostilities can be avolded as General 
Sung Che-yuen is now definitely In- 
clined toward — peaceful settle- 
ment, unless the Central Government 
steps In and with the support of arm- 
ed force, declares invalld all local ar- 
rangements With the Japanese, 


Judyting, by reports from various 
sources, the Nanking Government is 
ishing, war preparations and tts de- 
on to fight if necessnry remains 
atrong. However, the Nanking Gov- 
ernment's decision to fight depends on 
the extent to which the peace termy 
accepted by the Hopei-Charhar Polt- 
ical Council can be tolerated, 


According to observers, the Nan-

WEEK’S TRAFFIC

ONE FATALITY IN 
LATEST RETURNS 


In the Colony of Hongkony in- 
cluding the Island, Kowloon and the 
New. Territories during the week 
ending at 8 a.m. on Saturday, July 
17, there were altogether 54° traffic 
accidents, as the result of which one 
person was killed and 23 persons

Four Europeans 
disembarked. A Ilttle yellow fing 
caught the eye; the quarantine sta- 
tion this, on the far side of the island 
the leper camp, . 

Through this clean, efMficlent 
quarantine camp. pass hundreds of 
coolies, They are medically examin; 
ed ‘by Government doctors and the 
lepers amongst’ them removed for 
treatment. .Six lepers were found 
nmongst the. immigrants that morn- 
ing, but to the eye of the Jayman 
these six coolles were no different 
from their fellows. 

A small, open motor Inunch tool 
us round the island to the first of the 
three leper camps we. were to visit 
that day. <A Jarge, red umbrella was 
provided for the use of the two Indies 
in the party, and the sents in the 
launch were covered with white drill. 

The island js densely wooded, und 
lay hot in the tropical sun, but round 
the bulldings tho Innd had been clear- 
ed and gardens laid out, where flowers 
and shrubs grew with tropical luxu- 
rjance, the beautiful hiblscus not the 
least conspicuous, The lepers them- 
selves make and care for these 
gardens, and a prize is the reward of 
the prettiest. 


The Band Strikes Up

The lepers grow vegetables, und sell 


a brilliant sun,'them to the Government for leper, sun, the 


consumption on the island, Not a 
hundred yards away a Chincse coolle 
was working amongst his string 
beans, to all appearances 4 normal 
human being. 

Here, for the first time, I saw pea- 
nuts growing. The Indian doctor ac- 
companying the party pulled a small 
plant out of the ground, as if it were 
i potato ptant, and there, at the end 
of strings, hung the peanuts.

At the third camp ‘we ‘climbed o 
flight of broad stone steps to a lofty 
stohe hall of classic appearance, open 
back and front, the length of veran- 
dah supported on massive columns. 
Here Boy Scouts with hats, poles, 
belts, badges, but leper Boy Scouts. 
AJl these boys were disfigured; one 
little fellow’s face was hard to loolt 
at. 

On each side-of this high hall were 
clnss-rooms, offices, laboratorics. 
Here we saw the frult and seeds of 
the plant from which the oll is ex- 
tracted for the treatnient. of leprosy. 
Some lepers have been cured. 

We passed through a classroom; on 
the walle hung drawings and paint- 
{ngs done by the leper pupils. The 
subjects were English, but the execu- 
tion was Oriental.’

At the same time, many 
of the women, notably Miss K. Garn- 
ham, played gallant parts in the day’s 
proceedings. : 


Organised by the English Golf 
Union with the co-operation of the 
Welsh and Irish Unions, the LGU. 
and P.G.A,, it was a delightful golf~ 
ing occasion, giving the student 
ample cpportunitics to sec great 
golfers truly at play without any of 
the tense atmosphere of the big occo- 
sion. 


PADGHAM AND MISS BARTON 


In the morning Padgham and Miss 
Barton were _ always struggling 
against Robert Sweeny and Lionel 
Munn, who were round in an appro- 
ximate 71, In the afternoon they 
were again beaten, this time by J. J. 
F, Pennink, the English champlon, 
and Leonard Crawley, in a game 
which, for 11 holes, was as good a 
one as anyone could wish to sce. 
Then a slip or two on the greens, and 
a sliced spoon shot by Padgham gavo 
the amateur pair chances which they 
seized with all four hands. 

Miss K. Garnham proved an admir- 
able 'partner to Henry Cotton and 
the-side had a. highly’ successful day, 
beating J. J. F. Pennink and Leonard 
Crawley in the morning by one hole, 
and disposing of Robert Sweeny and 
L. O. Munn by the same margin in 
the afternoon.

DEATH OF NOTED 
“-<CHURCHMAN 


FORMER ARCHBISHOP 
OF WALES 


. . London, July 23. 
The death has occurred, ot the age 
vf 89 years, of the Most Rev. Dr. 
Alfred George Edwards, for many 
years Archbishop — of Wales.— 
Keuter, 


"The lute Dr. Edwards held one See 
for « longer period than. nny other 
shop since the Reformation, Hs 
father was Vicar of Ltangollen, 
Eduented nt Llandovery School and 
Jesus College, Oxford, Edwards took 
the B.A. degree and was also ordain- 
ed in 1874. Returning to Wales In 
1875, he was headmaster of Linndo- 
very College for 10 years, He then 
became Vicar and Rural Dean of 
Carmarthen and. at the same time 
chaplain and private gecretary to the 
Bishop of St. David's, In March 1889, 
he was made Bishop of St. Asnph and 
jn the same year received the D. D. 
degree from Oxford. 

At thot time and for mony years 
afterwards the question of the dise 
ceatablishment of the Anglican Church 
{n Wales, where the majority , of the 
people were Nonconformists, fre- 
quently came under discussion. Ed- 
wards led the defence of the 
Church and In addition to de- 
livering many eloquent addresses 
on the subject published — three 
works, “The Church in Wales,” 


| “Facts and Figures about Church and 


Dissent in Wales” and “A Handbook 
on Welsh Church Defence.” All bis 
efforts, however, failed. The leader 
of the advocates of discstablishment 
was a fellow-Welshman ond as it 
happened _a personal friend—Lloyd 
George. In 1014, the Bill for the 
Disestablshment and Disendowment 
of the Church in Wales became law, 
In 1020, 0 new constitution for the 
church was passed under which on 
archbishopric was created at St, 
Asaph and, under the Permliership of 
Mr. Lloyd George, Edwards, his 
friend and opponent, was mode the 
first Archbishop of Wales. In the 
same year Oxford conferred on him 
the hon. degree of D.C.L. and 
Cambridge that of LL.D, In the House 
of Lords, Edwards proved a very 
uble debater, especially on education- 
al questions. In 1027 Qe published 
his “Memories,” and he fesigned the 
Archbishopric in 1934." 


Roosevelt’s

It Is stated that the Vice-President 
pleaded with the Committee , with 
tears in his cyes for a settlement of 
the differonces, whereafter the Com- 
mittee ngreed to ask the Senate for 
instructions to draft a substitute 
measure. ; a 

It is understood the new measure 
will deal only with the lower courts 
and will provide, among other things. 
for direct appeal to the Supreme 
Court in constitutional cases and the 
appointment of lower court Judges on 
the basis of needs, not the age of 
existing judges. It is generally 
conceded that this new plan will 
prevail in the Senate when it is 
presented by Senator Logan later to- 
day.—Reuter, 


ABANDONMENT SURE

Abandonment of the Supreme Court 
reform plan was virtually assured to- 
day by the decision of the Senate 
Judiclary Committee to ask the 
Senate to return the bill to it, with 
instructions to draft a substitute with- 
In ten days, dealing with lower courts 
only.
